It i* »f«r and better to le»W 
the chamber door open, as alw the Bre- 
pUoe, then there ii a draught up the 
chimney, while the room w not likely to 
become cold. If there is wme fire in 
the room all night, tbe window may bo 
opened an inch. Ilall't Journal says 
that it is safer to sleep in a bad air all 
bight with the temperature OTer fifty- 
than in pure air with the temperature 
under forty. 
The bad air may sicken 


you, but cannot kill you; the cold air 
can and does kill very often.
